N. p., Sept. 28.— Lleaten- 
ant R. E. TiMiy aiiivid here iSatuidiiy 
on the Kite, ultf r luuuy mouths aojoara 
In the far north. His sxiffsriugB and 
thoae of bi* two oompanious am proba- 
bly vneKumpled, uid tb« explorer'a 
main parposa wm not aocomplinhed. 
He sacceeded, however, InmappiiiK oat 
the whole sonud n'.;i'iu, ;uul our limiig 
othnologicol collections iu the Arctic 
highlands. Another year's nieteorolog- 
kMkl reooxds wai also obtained. 

Aboot • year aco Fwuj, with Matt 
HmMOt hli oolorad Mrraut. went on 
tlwFalooOM far aonth as Cap* York, 
leaTing hla oomnuto. JLee. at the lodge. 
They Mtt the Falcon at Petawak Olocier 
and started baok to camp, wliioh they 
' teaohed Sept. 6, to be|^ their last 
jeer's wovk. 

No time was lost in secnring a win- 
ter's supply of meat, and a namber of 
deer and hare were shot. This meat 
was secured by Occober. The next 
thint; was to find the caches iu which 
the previous suuson's proTisioas for the 
louu joaruey across the ice had been 
placed. Perry iiud Uensou were im- 
pvisoiied ill a tent iu a suowstorm for 
bix d;iy8, duriuR winch three and a half 
feet ol suow fell, uud it yfOi impossible 
to lucato tiM caches. Percy thoa de- 
scribes his fuelinsi.s; 

"I felt like a niiin shipwrecked aud 
cast on a desert shun-, with only the 
clothes on lus b:n-k. 1 innst he>;in aj^.iiii 
;it the very botioiii. with my previous 
beasou's "work blotted out (entirely. 
Nearly all my biscuit mul niilk, nil my 
compressed pen soup, anil every ounce 
of two fundaineiit.ii items of Arctic 
sledge rations, i;<;niiiiKaii ,uid alcohol, 
in all a ton and a half, were gone. Tiio 
cluuices were 10 to 1 UKauist uccom- 
plisliiu;^ iuiytUiii^' under such an euor- 
nious hnndieap. 

"Keturnin^' t i tlie lod^'o on Oct. 30, 1 
found tlie eiiiue land buned as I harl 
never seen it before. The followiiij^ 
days were gloomy ones at tiie lod^'e, but 
the idea of giving up that for which 
we were lioro never occurro<l to us. The 
suiuwas seen for the lust time on <.)ct. 

bur during the remainder of ( )ctuber 
and November live more di er were uil- 
ded to oar stock. Several siiurt sledfjo 
trip^ were undertaken and a general 
plan of cttiu;)aigu and sehenio of cqaip- 
meut uud i*ut:ous for the spring oaiu- 
paigii was decided upon. Raw door 
meat for unrsulves aud wtdras for the 
dogs mu.st tal&a the place of pemmicuu, 
uud cool oU serve us a substitute for al- 
oohui. I had uothiug to roplaoe the la- 
valuable poir scrap. Only VSO ponuds of 
biscuit iu (ius and less than two caues 
of mukt The ueoessaiy amouut of the 
former niuxi bo made np from bulky 
amp's biscuit in op«u boxes." 

All tiio winter propnrutions were go- 
inv on aud uu x< eb. 17 the sou was seen 
for the first time. Then the dO|* Were 
secured autl ou April 1 Peary Toft the 
lodge wuu Lee, Ueusou, six EUkimiNi 
aud 68 dogs. 

••Two of the Eskimos," says Peary, 
••were to aci-ompany us for the day. the 
other four loranng a supporting party 
to aceumpuny U!> as fur as the sito of tiio 
previous neasou's peiuiuioau cache, Vii 
Uiiie.> dist.iuT. Hix marches brought us 
to tlie viemity of this oache. The 
we.ui.ei dunui," t :.!:; time was clear and 
very euid. The lut.iig wind had nipped 
the ti>es, elieeks and noses of all Ot us, 
in Lee's case, as it alterwurds proved, 
([uite revt i- ly. On the following day 
tiirie L •k.iiiu • wi ih a s;ed^{e and 10 do^.'s 
Htiii ieii : ii k, while we continued to lul- 
vaiiee \\:tii three 8ledge.>J aud 41 Uogs, 
aiysea le..<iniK withU, Loa with M and 
Hention with 10." 

A combmatiou of unfavoraljleciicum- 
stauces followed and Lt^e's toe gaveium 
much trouble. The tilth nuirch brought 
them into a violent wiiuisionn, which 
worked havoc with the do;,'s and their 
harness. The cio.'-e of the week found 
them only 200 miles from the uiorame. 
Tney wore 7.000 feet above the sea aud 
suffered severely. Any extra exertion 
brought bleeding at the iio.se. Wtrength 
of men and dogs was reduced fully oue- 
half. Lee's toe grow wor.so, and it was 
necessary to coucentrate everything in 
two sleuges. The temperature all tills 
time rauged from minus 10 to JO de- 
grees. With their entrance on the liftli 
uunurou, a series of accidents to one of 
the sledges occurred, an<l two days 
were lo.st in repairing it. Tlie d<);;s 
went to pieces with startling rapidity, 
only 11 bemg left, and Peary and his 
oompanious wero obliged to help the 
s'edges. Everything posaibla was 
ooohud aud they pushed ou. 

Finally, when 16 miles from land, 
F%ary and Henson, with rifles and four 
days provisious, started out alter musk 
oneo, leariog Lee with the dogs. They 
raaohed laud and it began suowiug. 
"This weather contiuued," says Peary, 
"while we renuuued on laud— two days 
aud nights— and we had to hud our 
way back to the tent through suow and 
fog. Daring this trip we traveled until 
we were so fatigued aud our feet so 
sore, lame and bruised by sharp rocks, 
that we could scarcely walk. We sleiJt 
on the rooks witUoat shelter, uud re- 
torned to our tent exhausted with our 
elforts aud disappointed at liuding no 
freeh trage of musk oxen. 

"Two alternates now laybefftens. 
We could start baok at ouce, aud 800 
ponnds of walros meut reserved fpr Aqg 



rooa ror tue return Journey would proD- 
ably keep the dogs alive two-thirds of 
the di8(4iuce home. Theu we could 
drag the loads the remaimug distauce 
onrselves. The other alternative was 
to give some of this meat to the dogs 
now, and (hen go on with them lu 
search of musk oxen as long as it lasted. 
If we foimd musk oxen, wall and good. 
If not, theu we must retrace those weary 
600 miles dragging our own supplies, 
with the certainty that one (Lee), and 
the probability that all ot us would 
never complete the joaruey. bat there 
was a chance. We were Amerioans. 
Wa would uot torn back." 

Brerything for the return trip was 
cached and the little party descended 
to land, beiug forthwitn suowboaud for 
two days. Lee waa again left behind, 
and again Peary and Hanson pnahed 
forward to Jbid mask ona. The ardu- 
ous laud tfaval inorenaid thetwohnnt- 
ett' appetites to a paiofal degree, Irat 
in WHS three dojs before mask oxen 
ware sighted and killed. Hensou theu 
want bauk for Lee and the ledges, ami 
again the lutrepid pw^ moved on. 
Peary theu ooimnaes his narrative 
thos: 

"We poshed forward toward the bay 
over the most oupromising rtgion, op 
and down steep slopes, precarioos snow- 
drifts, through bouldoi -strewn gorges, 
lifting, pushing, almost carrying our 
sledge, sometiinos traveling for hun- 
dreds of yards ou sharp snow, the rocks 
breakiug the slcdgo every few hours. 
At the eud of four days we reached a 
precipitous shore coiiijiletely esiuiusted. 
The last wo»k1 had been a.-ed in rfp.iir- 
iiig our >le'ige, wliicii \v,»s ahcaiiy near- 
ly worn out. Nearly all our footgear 
was cut to pieces by sharp stones. 

"Tlie next sta^e of the journey wa.s 
entirely inipractK-able for sied,i,'es, and 
everytiiiug had to be backed down tiie 
steep shore bluffs. Then we found over 
three or four miles of cn>vasso-rive!i 
glacier l>eloii' reaching tlie bay. In our 
present con .ition wo were iu;t e()ual t > 
the ta.sk. Vve had to take a re>r Delui e 
advancing further, and to insure rest 
we had to hiive more mu ii oxen. Wo 
turned back to hunt fur them, but a 
careful s« ireh failed to di>cover tneia or 
any fresli tracks. And there was uoth- 
iug left for u.** but to retreat whilu our 
dogs were yet in fair condition. Tiio 
snow on the land waa scant wheu wo 
arrived, but had been rapidly disappear- 
ing, and at least half of the return 
journey to the moraine wa^ made over 
bare rocks. This soon destroyed the 
sledge com[iIetely, and tno load was 
transported the remaining di.- tauce part- 
ly on oar backs aud pariy rolled up iu 
muskox skins uud dragged by the dogs. 
'Ihis oonsamed six davs. 

•'Ac tne muraiue Hauaon oonstruoted 
a small sledaO from a pair of skins left 
there for that parposo. aud by a forced 
march we reached onr cache 80 miles 
iniuud. I hud now nine dogs and 16 
days' rations of mnskox moat lor them. 
For ourselves I had 17 days' rations of 
raw venison. We were most fortonate 
iu having favorable weather. Snow- 
shoes were used contiunously on the 
Sledges for ruuuers on cue ioe, and 
twice a day mncn of onr vouison was 
fed to tub dogs. Every expedient 
kuown to the EsKiiu is -was reported to 
to facjlitate our progress, and iu spice 
of two day.,' delay from illness aud one 
from nil. a i.ablr v,'e:.tlur, the Uul.xQ 
Was reai-iu oi:.)uiKt .iiid \vc >.e[(.' 
coLipic'iel ,' iiau.-t.' I. ( do ; le.ic.ted 
the lodfiM \ ,11 us. ami tae las! ot our 
p;ovi.-ioji>. were coll^u..i^(l ti.,^ be^iu- 
niiig ot the hist Diareli, i', iniles irom 
im- loUge. iiio iiiii) ai'riv'od lu V« Halo 
sound ,iaiy Sii and on Aug. 8 we want 
aboard."

Tampa, Fla., Sept. S8.— John Repko, 
for 1.5 years propriet')r of the Roiiiau.i 
Grand Conti II, iitai h(>iftl at;;^navaiia. ar- 
rived here last night He is a Hun- 
garian by birth, bat became au Amer- 
ican citizen lO yearaago. The kitchen 
aud warehoases oonueoted with his 
hotel were bnilt upon a government lot 
for wliich ho paid them rental. On 
July ly at niiduight he and his fainiiy, 
consisting of his wife and six children, 
the oldest but nine years, were forcibly 
ejected from tiheir - property. Mrs. 
Repko waa proaferated with nervooanesa. 
She was tent direct to Naw York the 
following day by the Ward Hue itaamer 

Yucatan. 

The ejectment continued until in<M n- 
iug, wheu the boarilers were forced to 
leave the broakfa.st table. Every ves- 
tige of furniture was removed aud tlio 
entire property coiilisrated. All this 
was occa.sioned by a debt of #800 which 
Repko oweil the governuiont for rent on 
land. Repko was then taken sick and 
remained bo sever.il weeks. He ha-i 
placed his cafo under the iuana:.'onioiit 
of F. R. Swift, editor of the Bridfiepoi t 
(Conn.) Herald, to whom all paper; 
pertainiug to it have been forwanlec. 
The damages claiinod are $,'<0,o00. 
Repko will rcniaiu here several day-, 
aud thou proceed to Washington, whera 
he will ask tliegovern:iient to reoognise 
bis claim and reiiuest damages. 

INOEMNIT Y D EIVIANDED. 

Joha BowMs Claims to Have Itaea Im- 

prisoned Without Cause. 

Washington, Sept. 23.— John Sowers, 
an Aiiieri(;au sugar planter ut Sagu,:, 
Cuba, who was imprisoned by General 
Campos and subsequently ordered to 
summarily leave Cuba, passed thronx)i 
Wushiugton Saturday night on his way 
to his old home at Worreutou, Va. He 
will letnru toWashiugtou in a few 
days to present his case to thj state de- 
partment. 

Sowers claims that he was iu no wise 
identified with the insargauts, but was 
nevertheless imprisoned by Campos' 
orders for 10 days and subjected to 
many indignities. When released he 
was forced to leave Cuba on 84 hours 
notice. The brief time allowed did not 
give him au opportunity to arrange for 
the departure of his wife and ohtldreu 
who ai-e still m Caba. Mr. Bowers wdl 
ask the state deportment to demand a 
heavy iudei-mlty from Bpaiu fur iuter- 
ferriug with the rights of a law-abidiug 
Amoncau citizoii. 

Mr. Sowers says ho believes tha Cu- 
bans Avili be successful in achieving 
ihoir iudep"U(ience. "i'iicy iir>' ii,.'iii- 
iii;;." said lio, "not so niiici ui^aiiisi He 
t)l)anish, as in throw otf tii ■ yoke *)f a 
goV' tKiuoiit which tlicv regard us u^i- 
pros sive aud detriuMutttl to their inter- 
ests."

CiiicAOO. Sept. 93.— Charles Wilfred 
Mowbray, the English anarchist, who 
came to this olty for the purpose of 
teaching lii-^ doctriuaof red flag uud no 
governmi'tit was stopped in the middle 
of a speech ye.>terd!iy afternoon in Bel- 
mont jiark by the police. He was so 
badly frightened that after a few words 
of explanation, in which be said 
that he did not mean to teach vio* 
lence. he hurriedly left the platform 
and made his escape in the crowd. 

Mowbray has been disappointed on 
all sides since he bos been iu the city. 
The trades aud labor assembly, the rec- 
ognized central body of trades union* 
ists, denonnoed him at ita meeting, and 
the attendaiioe at kha pack yaatasday 

was very small. 

Police Iiisp-'ctor Bohaack, who was a 
promiuent figure in the troublesome 
times of 18SG, made preparations to nip 
any kind of a radical dcmonstratiou be- 
fore it had gone too far. Ho was pres- 
ent with a detail of police in citizens' 
clothes, and a block away 100 uniformed 
ofticers and three patrol wagons waited 
a signal to mak* a daaoaat on the gaMi. 
ering. 

Mowbray started iu by abusing the 
police and tho newspapers. Inspector 
Sella, ick bori^ this without interference, 
but wheu the speaker began berating 
the stars and stripes, and hoping for 
the glorious day when tho red emblem 
would be raised trinmphautly aloft the 
inspector gave the signal, and Captain 
Scliuettler, who was on the platform, 
laid a heavy iiandoutho shoulder of the 
speaker. Mowbray had not expected 
this, and was plainly discoucerted. He 
stammered uud locked dismayed, and 
attempted an explanation, but the big 
police captain quietly remarked: "You 
have got to stop thut kind of talk," and 
that settled it. 

There was a howl from the crowd at 
tha interruption, and several of the 
more radical ones attempted to climb 
the stairs leading to the platform. They 
were prevented from doing so brtaa 
police. Richard Braunachtraig, a load- 
mouthed radical, who oan soaroely 
speak a word of English, managed to 
get on the pUtform and attempted to 
shove Capt.. u Sohuattler to ona aide. 
He was seized by two detectives. 

Mrs. Lncy Paraons was present and 
after Mowbray's experience she re* 
marked: *'It don't surprise mo any. 
Liberty is dead In Chicago. Any one 
can see that." To which the polioe in- 
spector replied: "Auaiohy ia dead in 
Chicago for all time."
